Wheéni Max Felker built his

year's ago, in collaboration with
G. €. McAlister, local architect,
he provided for his hobby not
realizing that this provision was
to serve a two-fold national de-
fense émergency use.

He well knew that in design-
ing a home it is as important
to provide for hobbies as for
any other main family require-
meént.
